Call to Order by Subcommittee Chair

Adoption of Agenda

In advance of the meeting, the members of the Subcommittee were provided validation/verification
summary documentation for the following methods:

e Dextromethorphan Enantiomer Determination via Derivatization with (-)- Menthyl
Chloroformate

e FEvaluation of Alternative Cannabis Matrices using Semi-quantitative Gas
Chromatography-Flame lonization Detection/Mass Spectrometry (GC-FID/MS)

e Quantitative Analysis of delta-9-Tetrahydrocannabinol (THC) in Cannabis using Gas
Chromatography-Mass Spectrometry (GC-MS)

Dr. Wagner provided an overview of each method validation/verification summary. The
Subcommittee members and DFS staff discussed the method validation/verification summaries.
Once the discussion concluded, Mr. Meyers asked for a motion to close the reviews of the method
validation/verification summaries. Ms. Bottrell made a motion to close the reviews, which was
seconded by Dr. LeBeau and passed by unanimous vote.
